Net  shipments  of  ti- 
tanium mill  products  for  April  was  3.4  million  pounds,  a  22 
percent  decrease  from  the  March  total  of  4.5  million  pounds. 
Total  shipments  of  titanium  castings  for  April  was  54  thousand 


unds,  a  decrease  of  8  percent  from  the  March  total  of  59 
thousand  pounds.
